AT the 02 Arena, 
waiting to seethe 
Four tops and the 
Temptations. The 
Drifters and the 
Three Degrees are 
also featured, a 
Tamla Motown 
festival. 

Outside the 
auditorium is 
packed. People are 
going to the show 
and visiting 
restaurants and 
bars. It’s well 
staffed and 
orderly; there is a 
pleasant 
ambience. Tamla 
classics on the P. A. 
create a nostalgic 
atmosphere. 

I enter the 
auditorium, it’s 
bigger than some 
football stadia. 

The audience is 
mixed. I expected 
50-somethings but 
half are 20 to 40. 
The Three 
Degrees start. The 
crowd are warmed 
with favourites 
like ‘When will I 
see you again’ and 
‘Take Good Care of 
Yourself’. Sheila 
Ferguson isn’t in 
the line-up but do 
NOT confuse these 
Three Degrees 
with any tribute 
band. They are 
clearly from the 
same stable as the 
originals. 

The Drifters are 
next, they follow 
with their classics, 
‘Saturday Night at 
the Movies’, ‘Under 
the Boardwalk’. 
This is a fantastic 
trip down memory 
lane. There is a 
brief interlude. I 
question Marilyn, 
sitting near me. 
Who is she here to 


see? “The Four 
Tops,” she says. I 
tell her I was a 
Temptations fan 
back then. We 
reminisced about 
the fans’ rivalry, 
akin to that 
between Mods and 
Rockers. Not 
everyone listening 
understands this. 
Kids, eh! 

Then the Four 
Tops. Their 
performance is 
excellent. The 
crowd stand and 
dance to all their 
favourites, 
especially ‘Loco in 
Acapulco’. “Follow 
that!” says 
Marilyn. “They are 
keeping the best 
till last,” I retort 
too readily. We 
have obviously 
missed any 
opportunities to 
mellow over the 
past 40 years. 
Finally the 
Temptations take 
us back with ‘Get 
Ready’ and ‘Papa 
Was a Rolling 
Stone’. We are told 
one of them is an 
original member. 
Amazingly, they 
are still able to do 
their fancy 
footwork,. 

The leaving crowd 
is a sea of smiles, 
high on great 
music, reliving 
their youth. 

We agree that the 
Motown label was 
truly great. We 
were lucky to have 
been part of it 
before and then to 
experience it again 
with performers 
whose ability and 
energy reflect the 
original.

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Dangerous dogs seized at dawn 


GREENWICH police officers 
have made three arrests and 
seized five dangerous dogs 
following dawn raids across 
the borough. 

Operation Colverin was set 
up with the assistance of the 
RSPCA specifically to seize 
illegal and dangerous dogs. 
Following information from 
local residents, an address 
in Barnfield Road, 
Plumstead, was raided and a 


suspected Pit Bull Terrier 
was removed. 

The owner had previously 
been seen by local PCSO’s 
walking the dog with a jaw- 
strengthening implement, 
commonly used in dog 
fighting. 

Two dogs were seized at 
premises in Burrage Road, 
Plumstead, and an address 
in Gallosson Road, 
Plumstead, was targeted 


following information that a 
dangerous dog had been 
used to commit a robbery. 

A fifth dog was also seized 
on suspicion of being a Pit 
Bull Terrier from an address 
in Charlton. 

Three people were arrested 
during the raids for 
possession of dangerous or 
prohibited dogs and are 
currently being held at a

Gold medal archer’s sights on Woolwich

PARALYMPIC gold medal 
archer Danielle Brown 
has got her sights firmly 
set on Woolwich, where 
she will be defending her 
title when the world’s top 
archery tournament 
comes to the Royal 
Artillery Barracks in 
2012. 

Danielle, aged 21, won gold 
at the 2008 Paralympics in 
Beijing and is determined to 
do it again. “I really want to 
keep my title after the gold 
medal in Beijing,” she told GT. 
“It’s not going to be easy, but 
I’m determined to do my 
best.” 

Danielle, from Skipton in 
Yorkshire, was paying a visit 
to the Olympic Park 
construction site to look at 
the progress being made. 

She said she was “pretty 
impressed” after viewing 
work on the buildings, such 
as the Velodrome for cycling, 
the Aquatics Centre, and the 
80,000-seat Olympic Stadium 
that will be used for the 
opening and closing 
ceremonies. 

During the Paralympics, 
Danielle will stay in the 
Olympic Park’s special 
accommodation for athletes 
for two weeks, and will travel 
each day by bus, car, or even 
by river boat to Woolwich 
Barracks where the archery 
events will take place. 

She will bring her own 
equipment with her, which 
includes two compound bows. 


“I haven’t been to Woolwich 
yet, but I’m hoping to fix up 
some advance visits so I can 
see where I will be 
competing,” she told GT. 

If her busy schedule 
permits, Danielle said she 
would welcome the chance to 
visit schools in the borough to 


meet students and pass on 
her tips on how to keep 
motivated. 

She joined the Paralympics 
Squad just three years after 
taking up archery. She suffers 
from reflex sympathetic 
dystrophy, which affects her 
ability to stand due to chronic 


pain in her feet, so she shoots 
propped on a special stool. 
She is in her final year of a 
Law degree at university in 
Leicester. 

“As soon as I’ve finished my 
exams I will start training 
full-time ready for 2012,” she 
said. 

Her visit to the Olympic 
Park was arranged by the 
London Organising 

Committee of the Olympic 
Games (LOCOG) and 
Paralympic Games.

The pair arrived in 
General Gordon Square 
in their “tardis” tour bus 
at 3.30pm to meet and 
greet their young fans. 

Throughout the day the 
huge screen in the 
square showed clips in 
3D from the new series, 
including a shot of the 
tardis flying over 
Greenwich. Dr Who’s 
back-up team handed out 
3D glasses so people 
could get in close to the 
action. 

And a personal 
appearance from two 
scary monsters, 

Cyberman and 

Scarecrow, from earlier 
series built up the 
excitement as they posed 
for photos with members 
of the public. 

Youngsters hailed the 
visit a big success. Daniel 
Longhurst, aged 10, and 
his eight-year-old sister 
Shannon, from Charlton, 
described the event as 
“excellent” but said that 
seeing the monsters 
close-up had not left 
them too scared. 

Gian Robertson, also

like long talons”. But 
Ridwan Yusef, aged 17, 
from Woolwich, who was 
pulled from the crowd by 
the monsters, insisted she 
was not too frightened by 
her experience.

A vital 
‘voice’ 
at the 
centre of 
the world

TENANTS and 

leaseholders living at the 
centre of the world have a 
new “voice” to fight for 
them. 

Meridian Estate Residents’ 
Association - MERA - is going 
from strength to strength 
since its launch last October 
at a meeting hosted by the 
council’s community 

participation team. 

Now the band of stalwarts 
who live on the 10-block 
estate alongside the Cutty 
Sark are keen for other 
neighbours to get involved in 
some of the committees and 
working parties that they're 
setting up. 

MERA chair Claire Hatri, a 
Meridian tenant for the last 
13 years, said: “When the 
notices went up and the 
leaflets came round about the 
launch meeting at St Alfege 
Church, I thought: ‘I'm going 
to make time for this’." 

The busy mum-of-three, 
whose girls are aged six, 
eight and thirteen, added: “I'd 
never spoken at anything like 
it before - and by the end of 
the evening, I was the chair! I 
was quite excited.” 

Claire is keen to work with 
the council and the police on 
both community safety and 


anti-social behaviour 
including the age-old 
problem of reducing noise as 
visitors leave the vibrant 
town centre’s pubs and 
restaurants in the early 
hours. 


She told us: "Since I’ve 
taken this on, I’ve been 
mailed loads of useful 
information about 

community groups and 
training courses. I’ve 
attended a course with the 


police, and I’m currently 
waiting to go on another 
course about funding 
opportunities for our 
community. It’s just amazing 
what's ‘out there’." 

Fellow tenant Harriet 
Jackson, who was born less 
than half-a-mile away, has 
been MERA secretary for just 
over one month. 

The former pupil of both 
James Wolfe Primary School 
and The John Roan told us: “I 
used to be the secretary for 
committee meetings in a 
previous job I had with an 
environmental charity. We’ve 
just set up a specific email 
address for people who want 
to find out more to send us 
their name, address and 
contact-numbers. " 

Meridian residents David 
Edwards, Valerie Johnson and 
Christina Capes are all keen 
MERA committee-members. 

David, a leaseholder, is 
especially keen on the 
tenants' ’management 
movement. “If tenants can 
get more control of the purse- 
strings, then what is a 
brilliant estate could be made 
even better,” he said. 

Valerie, who has lived there 
for almost 13 years, is keen to 
build greater understanding. 
“There are people in my block 
I have never spoken to,” she 
said. 

And leaseholder Christina, 
a retired civil servant, added: 
“What a difference having 
email can make! I remember 
years ago it was a matter of 
having to go round knocking 
on doors. But now, even if 
people are working, you can 
still stay in touch.”

IT all added up to a fabulous 
fortnight at the 550-pupil 
school in Plum Lane. 

Their Maths Olympics was 
built around the idea that any 
sports challenge needs: 

• An accurately measured-up 
pitch or course 

• Precise movements and 
calculated rhythms as you put 
your body through its paces 

• Split-second timing to the 
finish 

So headteacher Richard Gray 
joined forces with local 
parent/creative artiste Usifu 
Jalloh and his professional 
colleagues to devise a fortnight 
of mathematical fun and games, 
around the theme of the 
approaching London 2012 
Olympics. 

The result was a mixture of 
maths, sport, art, music, dance 
and acrobatics, which everyone 
ended up referring to as 
‘Olympic Porridge’. 

Usifu and his company called 
Maambena (which means 
“greetings” in Sierra Leone) are 
old friends of Plumcroft, and, 
once again, they could use 


special government-funding 
through a ‘Creative 
Partnerships - A New Direction’ 
scheme to back them. 

Pupils from Year 5 and from a 
special integrated Year 4 and 5 
class took the lead, and the nine 
and ten-year-olds devised a 
whole range of games and 
sports that they could teach to 
the smaller ones, all backed by 
accurate data, scrupulous 
diagrams, measurements and 
timings. 

The climax came on the last 
Friday afternoon in March 
when the whole school staged 
their own Olympics closing 
ceremony, complete with brand 
new song, new t-shirts and 
banners, in front of a line-up of 
invited guests, including 
Greenwich Mayor Allan 
MacCarthy. 

Molly, aged 10, from 
Plumstead, now has the task of 
editing the display and the 
newsletter that has come out of 
the project. She told GT: "I love 
maths anyway! I just like the 
way it works, especially the 
percentages.”

She added: “During the 
fortnight, I probably enjoyed 
practising our closing ceremony 
dance the best. It turned out 
really well.” 

Cameron, aged nine, also from 
Plumstead, said: “I like maths 
too, especially my times-tables 
and taking away, and buying 
stuff and working out how 
much money you'll get back. 

“We had to measure how far 
the ball was from the goal, and I 
really liked designing our t- 
shirts.” 

Headteacher Richard Gray 
said: “My memory of maths is 


being at home - in tears! - trying 
to do quadratic equations, and 
my mum telling me, ‘You have 
GOT to do it’. At my primary 
school it was my hardest 
challenge. 

“Here at Plumcroft, we know 
maths is a challenge, and our 
Maths Olympics is one of the 
ways that we have set out to 
raise standards in the subject. 
What better way to get children 
interested?” 

The project’s artistic director 
Usifu, who worked closely with 
Plumcroft teacher Sophie Nicol, 
told GT: “First, I had to try to 


explain it to myself! It took me a 
couple of days to sit and think. 

The whole thing has just been 
overwhelming. The children 
have taken the idea of maths-in- 
sport on board so quickly.” 

• PLUMCROFT’S Maths 
Olympics has been video-ed 
throughout. Now headteacher 
Richard Gray and his 
colleagues hope to share the 
ideas and the practicalities of 
the scheme with other schools 
in their “cluster” area.

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Tributes keep 
coming for 
popular teacher

lifelong teacher 
want to thank 
Greenwich Time 
readers for their 
messages, letters, 
cards and tributes 
following his death. 
Gurdial Singh 
Seehra, who was 
74 and had lived in 
Abbey Wood for 
over 30 years, 
featured in our ‘Me 
and My Borough’ 
series last June. 

GT readers may 
remember Mr 
Seehra as their 
former design and 
technology teacher 
in schools all over 
the borough. 

Before he retired 
from the old Inner 
London Education 
Authority in 1988, 
he spent time at 
the old Charlton 
Boys’ School, at 
The John Roan, at 
West Greenwich 
School and at 
Kidbrooke School. 
He had launched an 
after-school 
Panjabi and Hindi 


class for students 
aged five to 14, just 
months before his 
death. 

The Indian-born 
sage, who had five 
grandchildren, had 
a motto: “Always 
remember that 
children have 
brains. Treat them 
accordingly - and 
they will respect 
you.” Mr Seehra’s 
dedication to 
learning earned 
him the MBE in 
2005. Two months 
before he died, he 
was still helping to 
organise the 
borough’s 27th 
annual hockey 
festival - a sport he 
loved from when he 
was a child, playing 
with sticks made 
from mulberry 
branches and balls 
made of twine. 

His widow, Kuldeep 
Seehra, told us: "I 
still keep on 
receiving letters 
and other 
correspondence in 
his name.”

Stormy weather

THE other Friday we had a 
warning about another 
Nor’easter storm comprising 
of heavy rains and strong 
winds. 

Come Saturday morning the 
rain was really heavy and the 
winds had started to pick up, 
so we decided to cancel our 
Saturday adventures and stay 
indoors - and thank goodness 
we did! By Saturday 
afternoon the storm was in 
full force, inflicting power 
‘flickers’ in the house and by 
6pm, whilst bathing our 10- 
month-old son Austin, all our 
power went out! We calmly 
got Austin out of the tub and 
lit the house with candles. 
Our neighbours came by with 
wood for the fire in the sitting 
room, which we stoked to 
keep warm, and eventually 
retired to an unheated 
bedroom - all snuggling for 
body heat. The next morning, 
still without power, we heard 
that the whole 

neighbourhood was a disaster 
with trees down everywhere. 
Many of the fallen trees had 
pulled down power cables, 
causing more than half of 
Greenwich to be without 
power. 


We ventured out in the car to 
see the devastation for 
ourselves. Not only had the 
fallen trees cut the power 
lines, destroyed cars and 
houses, but almost half of the 
roads in Greenwich were 
blocked off. Traffic lights 
weren’t working and even the 
roof at the local Whole Food 
supermarket had been blown 
off! On the way to the beach, 
we drove past Binney Park 
and was upset to see some of 
the huge trees uprooted. The 
beautiful houses by the beach 
were flooded, with emergency 
plumbers pumping water 


from their basements. People 
were bundled in layers to 
protect against the cold. By 
Monday help was drafted 
from neighbouring states to 
help with the severe clean up 
operation. All Greenwich 
schools were closed. Police 
were posted around the town 
in their cars to protect the 
stores without power. Many 
residents had fled their 
houses to local hotels with 
private power generators, 
while others ventured to New 
York City to hotels. I headed 
for the shopping mall in the 
neighbouring town of 


Stamford to keep warm, as 
did most of Greenwich by the 
looks of the crowds! A local 
church put out a board saying 
‘We have light, we have food, 
everyone welcome at 6pm’. 
The tireless efforts of the 
response teams working 
around the clock meant our 
power was eventually 
restored on Tuesday night. In 
the UK I’ve experienced 
power-cuts for a few hours 
and even over-night, but not 
for days at a time. Despite 
this ordeal, it was a lesson in 
how much we take power for 
granted and humbling to be 
thankful our home wasn’t 
ruined and our safety 
jeopardised. In the aftermath 
of the storm, many 
Greenwich residents who had 
property damage are worried 
their insurance claim won’t 
cover their expenses - which 
is why the town of Greenwich 
has submitted data, via the 
State, to the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) for a disaster 
declaration. If FEMA 
declares a disaster, 
individuals and business may 
be eligible for aid. So all 
fingers are crossed . . .

New courses help dads care for kids

DOZENS of doting dads 
are learning new skills at 
a series of courses to get 
them more involved in 
their children’s lives. 

The courses, organised by 
Greenwich Council, take place 
at community venues 
including the borough’s 
network of children’s centres. 

Last week saw the end of a 
First Aid course where dads 
learned to give emergency 
treatment to babies and young 
children, while another group 
of fathers were learning how 
to tell stories. 

The two-hour First Aid 
session at Charlton House was 
the last of a three-week 
course. 

It’s one of several free 
courses organised by the 
council, which aims to give 
paediatric First Aid training 
to around 100 dads over the 
next few months. 

During the sessions dads can 
gain First Aid skills for 
dealing with emergencies 
including dealing with minor 
and major injuries and 
resuscitation. The courses 
will also help dads identify the 
tell-tale signs of serious 
illnesses. 

Eltham dad William Smith 
learned about the Charlton 
House course on the council 
website. He said: “I didn’t 
know anything about First 
Aid at all and thought it would 
be a good idea. I have an 18- 
month-old daughter Hannah 
and if anything happened to 
her I want to be in a good 
position to deal with it.” 

The Tube Lines cost 
manager added: “I really 
enjoyed the whole course, the 
instructors were good and it 
was really informative - it’s a 
useful skill that everyone 
should have.” 

Father-of-one Milan Hawkins 


was one of seven dads on a 
storytelling and reading aloud 
workshop at the Robert Owen 
Children’s Centre in 
Commerell St, Greenwich, last 
Thursday. 

The ‘Making Up Stories with 
Dad’ workshop is designed to 
share information on the 
importance of reading to and 
with children. 

Milan, who’s dad to 15- 


month-old Bluebell, said: “It 
was very good and I learned 
some interesting messages for 
improving my storytelling 
techniques. It’s a really good 
initiative and it’s nice to see 
something specifically 

tailored for fathers.” 

Patrick Newsham said: “I 
learnt to be more imaginative 
and creative” while Gregor 
Smith said: “I learned how to 


make up stories rather than 
just read them.” 

Course leader Kaljit Bosran 
explained the workshops were 
about helping parents to

PUPILS from Crown 
Woods School learned 
how to plot and write a 
novel from a local author 
who has just released his 
latest hook. 

Three classes of 13 and 14- 
year-olds met Charlton 
author, Bernard Ashley at the 
Greenwich Heritage Centre 
last Tuesday (March 29). 

They discussed £ No Way to 
Go’ - his latest novel about 
gangland murder which is set 
in Woolwich. 

Mr Ashley explained the 
background to the plot, and 
why he had set it locally. 

“Some weeks after Rhys 
Jones was murdered on the 
Croxteth Park Estate in 
Liverpool I found a gang- 
related story running in my 
head,” he said. “In a previous 
book, 'Little Soldier', I had 
already set the ‘Barrier’ Crew 
against the Thames Reach 
‘Federation’ on the streets 
and estates of south London.

I already knew the geography 
of my invented gang ends, as 
well as the real roads, bus 
routes, and shopping centres 
of Charlton, Deptford, 
Greenwich and Woolwich.” 

The 75 pupils Crown Woods 
were fascinated by the story, 
and asked the author 
questions such as where his 
ideas came from, how long it 
takes to write a book - in this 
case, eight months. 

He went on: “Attention to 
detail gives a book the stamp 
of truth. A story is more 
universal when it's rooted 
somewhere; and I like to feel 
that if I can be trusted over 
factual things, I can be 
trusted emotionally, too. 
Setting the ending of the 
book at the Woolwich Arsenal 
proved a writer’s gift. I grew 
up in Woolwich where the 


munitions factory dominated 
- my grandfather worked 
there in the ‘Danger 
Building’. It was a top secret, 
high-walled place, and none 
of us could get to the Thames 
through the Arsenal. But now 
we can. 



“For a dramatic last scene, 
what better could a writer 
want than a dark, isolated 
spot with a fast-ebbing river 
just the other side of a low 
wall?” 

Mr Ashley was a former 
pupil of John Roan School, 
Blackheath. After National 
Service in the RAF, he trained 
as a teacher and worked in 
Kent, Hertfordshire, Newham 
and Greenwich, with 30 years 
of headships in the last three 
boroughs. He has been 
awarded honorary Doctorates 
in Education by the 
University of Greenwich and 
in letters by the University of 
Leicester. He lives in 
Charlton only a few streets 
from where he was born. His 
new novel is published by 
Orchard Books.

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number

A versatile jazz band fronted and conceived by a blues troubadour has 
released a new album and is reissuing two that are very close to home

^ So much so in 

fact, that he has released a 
trilogy of records inspired 
by his favourite locations. 
His new album, I’m A Man 
From Lewisham name checks 
local landmarks, from Catford 
Broadway and Deptford 
Market to Francis Drake 
Bowls Club, while a Bromley- 
themed caper was first to air in 
the early 1980s, followed by a 
Greenwich album in the 
middle of the decade. 

So far so straightforward, you 
might think - lyrics about 
singers’ most treasured places 
are nothing new. Lennon and 
McCartney traded memories 
on double A-side Strawberry 
Fields/Penny Lane, while John 
Cooper Clark was less 
complimentary about a certain 
Beasley Street. And not 
forgetting documenter 
extraordinaire, Ray Davies, 
who conjured a perfect 
Waterloo Sunset among other 
rose-tinted locales. 

Jenkins’ innovation is that 
there are no words to make his 
descriptive life any easier. The 
bandleader’s freeform and 
transient jazz band, The Voice 
Of God Collective, had to evoke 
a sense of space and place with 
no verbal cues whatsoever - 
using only the front man’s 
clever choice of 
instrumentation and direction 
as a guide. 

So how did he make Greenwich 
sound like Greenwich, 

Bromley like Bromley and 
Lewisham like SE13? 

“Metal and wood and air,” is his 
cryptic reply. “You’ve got 
different instrumentation for 
each, so for the Bromley album 
I used different sounds to 
Lewisham to try and conjure 
up an aural impression of the 
environment which I’m 
writing about. 

“There’s a lot of rope around 
Greenwich - or was, with the 
Cutty Sark and the boats, so I 
used more stringed 
instruments on that album.” 
SE10 was Jenkins’ home and 
base for the best part of a 
decade, living and working at 


Wood Wharf rehearsal studios 
by the old barge yard in West 
Greenwich. It was the 1980s, 
and a halcyon period for music 
in the area. 

“Wood Wharf was a regular 
hang out for Julian ‘ Jools’ 
Holland and Squeeze, Dire 
Straits and Kate Bush. 

“We used to go go-cart racing - 
Jools was quite good at 
carrying the go-cart!” Billy 
joked. The studio got a glowing 
review from an even bigger 
name from the world of music. 
“Robert Plant said ‘I couldn’t 
have had my car radio stolen 


from a nicer studio’!” Billy 
quipped. 

Jazz is, by its own admission, a 
tough genre to categorise, and 
the veteran producer was 
reluctant to pigeon hole his 
own output. 

“How would I describe the 
music? In Germany they call it 
Spass - which means 
‘entertainment’. 

“I wouldn’t say it’s jazz until 
it’s recorded - then it becomes 
jazz. Jazz is perceived as a 
traditional art form now - it’s 
like the classical music of the 
20th century. It involves 
improvisation, but I would 


1 1 wouldn’t say it’s jazz 
r until it’s recorded -then 
it becomes jazz 


never call myself a jazz 
musician.” 

To the layman though, it is 
jazz - all wild trumpets and 
spiky pianos with madcap 
guitar solos held together by 
strands of virtuoso 
drumming. There are 
elements of ska too, but more 
important are the places that 
the albums reference. 

The first of the three released 
was Sounds Like Bromley, in 
1982, then came Greenwich in 
1985, and I’m A Man From 
Lewisham is brand new music. 
“I did two Bromleys, in fact,” 
Billy added, “and the second 
Bromley - 11 years later - had 
more metal instruments, 
because a lot more buildings 
had gone up.” 

The albums are resolutely un- 
commercial, and Billy admits 
that he may lose money in his 
latest arc^-promotion drive. 
“I’ve always had a problem 
with selling music, because I 
don’t see what selling has got 
to do with making music. As 
far as I’m concerned, 
advertising is just showing 
off !” he added. 

His love of music is lifelong, 
and the 53-year-old has 
released “About 40 albums - 
I’ve lost count!” he joked. 

“All my music is in the 
popular 20th century music 
style - unfortunately it all 
comes out played at the 
same time!” 

Countless musicians have 
played second 

fiddle/trumpet/sax to Jenkins’ 
twinkle-eyed ringleader, at 
one point there were 18 
members in one line-up. 

Citing his love of recording 
unpredictable kids and 
irreverent musicians, Billy 
riled against today’s 
commodified and mass 
produced music, saying: 
“There’s no flaws in it, and 
flaws are one of the most 
enduring features of human 
nature - we’re not robots.”

Button it! 

THE Formula 1 season has kicked off 
and the nation’s hopes sit squarely at 
the feet of McLaren - the top British 
team, and the outfit employing 
Britain’s two best drivers. 

But this time around, can the team 
produce a car to not only keep up with 
the likes of Ferrari and Red Bull, but to 
beat them to the top spot and see 
Jenson Button retain his crown? Or 
perhaps Michael Schumacher’s return 
will see him relive the good old days 
which saw him become the greatest 
driver of all time, winning a total of 
seven world championships. Forthe 
next nine months the most high tech 
motor sport in the world will play out 
around the globe. Hopefully thisyear 
there will be some overtaking. 

As well as the usual teams competing 
this season, there are a few new ones. 
Virgin are - as the name neatly 
suggest, first timers, and though many 
thought they would not make the 
starting grid, they have managed to 
turn around a car, team and some 
fancy press photos in a matter of 
months. Unfortunately forthem the 
everchanging FI rules, (no refuelling 
during the race this year], means that 
the car’s tank is too small to actually 
finish a race. Not a great start, then, 
and one which makes 201 0 more of a 
test season forthe team. Another new 
outfit - albeit with an old name, is 
Lotus. The FI veterans haven’t 
competed since 1 994, but with two 
experienced drivers on the books, 
points should be forthcoming. 

Race one in Bahrain saw a one-two for 
Ferrari with Lewis Hamilton making up 
the third podium spot for McLaren, with 
hotly-tipped Sebastian Vettel’s Red Bull 
suffering a mechanical problem which 
meant he had to settle forfourth. The 
contest as a whole was a drab false 
dawn, with the number of overtakes 
countable on one finger. Fast-forward 
to Melbourne and the race could not 
have been more different. Qualifying 
concluded with Red Bull taking the two 
front slots, Alonso in third and Button 
along side him. The rain was coming 
down and all drivers started on 
intermediate tyres. Button was the first 
to change to slicks, and after two laps 
his times were falling fast and the rest 
of the drivers pitted to make the change 
over. Jenson’s quick-thinking got him to 
second place behind Vettel, who then 
had another issue - this time his 
brakes. It forced him out of the 
race and Button had a clear 
run to the chequered flag. 
Next stop Malaysia, and I 
hope that the excitement 
of the Australian GPwas 
not a one-off. 


AS for predictions, my 
I money’s on Jenson 
Button. It’ll be a close 
run thing with 
Fernando Alonso, but I 
don’t see there being any 
surprises thisyear, just a 
classic battle between 
McLaren and Ferrari. FI is 
all about reliability, and I can’t 
see the Red Bulls - quick as they 
are, being consistent enough.

Randolph reacted intuitively 
and tipped over the bar. 

The dust had hardly settled 
before winger Luke Chadwick 
put Jermaine Easter away into 
one-on-one confrontation with 
Randolph. Charging from his 
line, the Irishman “made 
himself big” and brilliantly 
blocked the forward’s shot. 

Easter had already suffered 
at the hands of his nemesis 
before the interval, his close 
range rocket diverted to safety 
when a goal seemed certain. 

As often happens, falling 
behind spurred the Dons into 
retaliation. The visitors were 
forced back by opponents 
previously content to chug 
along more in hope than 
expectation. 

And that’s where Phil 
Parkinson’s happy knack with 
substitutions paid off again. 
The Addicks boss had already 
interrupted Lloyd Sam’s 
cheery sideline intimacy with 
Ince’s subs by detailing 
Charlton's garrulous winger to 
replace the strangely subdued 
Scott Wagstaff - and the 
improvement was gratifying. 

His double introduction of 
Jonjo Shelvey and Akpo Sodje 
for strikers Forster and 
Mooney with a quarter hour 
remaining was even more 
masterly. Shelvey's class 
complemented Akpo Sodje's 
muscularity in holding the ball 
up, eased the burden being 
manfully borne by the twin 
midfield barriers of Jose 
Semedo and Therry Racon and 
helped Charlton cruise over 
the line. 

Those were, along with the 
reliability of centre backs Sam 


Sodje and Christian Dailly, the 
pluses to be dredged from 
another labouring 

performance. 

Wide men Wagstaff and Kyel 
Reid were disappointing, the 
former unable to get into the 
game, the latter clearly the 
victim of Ince’s scouting 
system and wisely denied time 
or room to begin any of his 
withering runs. 


Hardly a ghost of a chance 
consequently fell to Forster or 
Mooney, though Forster’s 
clever reverse pass created a 
first half chance squandered 
by Wagstaff. Frankly, Charlton 
yet again looked unlikely to 
score until O’Hanlon clumsily 
obliged. 

With results elsewhere 
mainly favouring the Addicks, 
an assault on second place and 


automatic promotion is 
feasible, a claim cautiously 
made since, by the time this 
report hits the borough's 
doormats, the small matter of 
Easter Monday’s home fixture 
with Carlisle United will have 
either helped or hindered their 
progress. They might yet 
make history again, an alien 
concept in unlovely Milton 
Keynes.

MK Dons 
Charlton

FRESH from quarrying a 
useful point in West 
Yorkshire a week previously, 
Charlton pitched up in 
Buckinghamshire on 

Saturday, a genteel county 
not instinctively in tune with 
the working class virtues of 
what its natives would once 
have distastefully called 
association football. 

Where Huddersfield Town 
evolved organically among the 
soot-blackened mills and 
factories of industrial England, 
MK Dons were grafted on to 
Milton Keynes, already a full- 
grown cuckoo reared in a 
distinctly ramshackle nest in 
distant South London - a nest 
which has long since been 
divvied up and developed by 


cold-eyed opportunists, those 
carrion birds found hovering 
anywhere there’s an ailing 
football club to exploit. 

The ruthless re-location of 
Wimbledon FC to Milton 
Keynes was once expected to be 
the thin end of a wedge holding 
the door open for clubs to be 
moved around like fast food 
franchises. 

The fear that they would pave 
the way, like the 1958 Brooklyn 
Dodgers, for a league built on 
quicksand hasn’t yet 

materialised, but there’s no 
room for complacency. These 
leeches are everywhere. 

The few rights and many 
wrongs behind MKD’s 
assumption of Football League 
status were, naturally, of no 
immediate concern to 

Charlton, a side whose recent 
decline has brought them into 
unwanted contact with Paul 
Ince’s upstarts. 

Despite their pedigree, the 
Addicks showed little 
overwhelming superiority but 


squeezed out the narrowest of 
victories, thanks to Darren 
Randolph’s outstanding 
goalkeeping and the cool 
professionalism of Brighton 
loanee Nicky Forster. 

Sixty-five minutes of a drab 
duel, enlivened only by 
Randolph’s excellence, had 
drifted along when Forster was 
played through the inside right 
channel by David Mooney’s 
cleverly flicked pass. 

Staying a shade ahead of Sean 
O’Hanlon, he was brought 
down from behind by the 
desperate centre half. In the 
absence of regular penalty 
takers Deon Burton and Nicky 
Bailey, Forster stepped up to 
drill the spotkick inside the left 
post. He wasn’t about to miss. 

Not that the Addicks were 
home and dry yet. Far from it. 
Shortly after Forster scored, 
David McCracken met Adam 
Chicksen’s inswinging corner 
with a bullet header, to which
